Mr. Thomas states that 95 inmates 
went before me for parole considera- 
tion on June 13 and 14, 1950 and as 
time passed all were released except 
three. His statement is without foun- 
dation. The facts are that only 68 in- 
dividuals were given parole hearings 
at the June 1950 meeting to which he 
refers. Of this group only 33 were 
eventually paroled. Thirty-five com- 
pleted their sentences. 

‘Mr. Thomas was required to serve 
nine months, or 50% of his 18-month 
sentence. The average federal prison- 
er serves approximately 62% of his 
sentence before release.

THE ‘WHYS’ OF HATE 


NEW TRICKS 


Dogs, ye have had your day.—Hoer 


George Orwell’s Animal Farm, in which all are 
created equal but some are more equal than 
others, is far from the first time that man has 
resorted to anthropomorphic portrayals of his 
own problems, not to mention his proverbs. 
“Adkins is bird-dogging that one,” is an ad- 
vertising idiom, and even if the metaphor is 
mixed, you can be sure that Adkins is an eager 
beaver who some day may be top dog. 

This is no excuse for Charlie Wilson, who, 
like a big, clumsy St. Bernard, put the Repub- 
lican party undeservedly into the doghouse by 
putting his own foot in his mouth. As a man 
who thinks people who hunt jobs are livelier 
than those who wait around for relief (proba- 
bly everybody else thinks so too), Wilson used 
an insensitive simile comparing “bird dogs” to 
“kennel-fed dogs.” Long before this Wilson 
had demonstrated a singular gift for inept lan- 
guage. But that does not lend any truth to the 
self-seeking way in which Fair Dealers, led by 
Walter Reuther, are trying to turn Wilson's 
dog-boner into a club to prove that Republi- 
cans are a heartless lot. 

Wilson, who created the revolutionary prece- 
dent of guaranteeing a yearly raise for workers 
to reward their gains in productivity, does not 
need to defend his social vision, But like many 
earnest people he is not verbally glib. Reuther 
proved long ago that he could defeat Wilson 
in debate. 

Yet Reuther himself has frequently referred 
to the selfsame auto workers as dogs (under- 
dogs). He has attacked the likes of Wilson as 
top dogs, even as fat cats, without stirring up 
the animals. As a matter of fact, the very 
founder of the C.1.0., John L. Lewis, answer- 
ing the charge that Communists were being 
used as C.1.0. organizers, once said, “Who 
gets the bird—the hunter or the dog?” While 
this limited the bird dog epithet, it also lik- 
ened the C.I.0.’s potential recruits to help- 
less, hunted pigeons—and dead pigeons at 
that. It all goes to show that if Wilson’s slip 
proves that an old dog can’t learn new tricks, 
Terrier Reuther is nevertheless barking up the 
wrong tree. 
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‘See that man over there? 
Yes, 

Well, I hate him, 

But you don’t know him. 
That's why I hate him. 


This little parable sums up both the cause, 
and the irrational nature, of one of man’s 
oldest sins—that of prejudice. It is as old 
as the Exodus and as new as the desegrega- 
tion troubles at Milford, Del. The parable is 
used by Harvard’s famed psychologist Gor- 
don Allport in a new book, The Nature of 
Prejudice (The Beacon Press, Boston, $7), 
which exhaustively analyzes the complex 
origins of this all too human failing. 

For the vice is, as Allport shows, universal. 
Orientals think white people smell bad. Some 
Englishmen disliked Gls for being “overpaid, 
oversexed and over here.” Generations of 
Poles often called Ukrainians “reptiles,” 
Germans called the Poles “Polish cattle” 
and the Poles called the Germans “Prussian 
swine.” In South Africa the English, it is 
said, are against the Afrikaner, both are 
against the Jews, all three are opposed to 
the Indians, while all four conspire against 
the native blael Iport tells of the Bos- 
ton priest who, giving a lift to a little Negro 
boy, asked, “Are you a Catholic?” Fright- 
ened, the boy replied, ‘No, sir, it’s bad 
enough being colored without being one of 
those things!” 

What, then, causes prejudice? 

Originally the word simply meant a “pree- 
edent jown fact which the individual, 
in a similar situation, could draw upon to 
guide his conduct. It was a “prejudgment,” 
something which, as Allport demonstrates, 
is an indispensable necessity to our daily 
lives. Man is confronted with so many thou- 
sands of random ideas and facts each day 
that he could never cope with them if he did 
not adopt some system for pigeonholing 
them in neat and orderly categories. Such 
prejudgments, Allport adds, are not only 
logical but necessary. It is only when this 
necessary function is extended into making 
blanket and inflexible judgments about en- 
tire groups of people that it becomes illogi- 
cal as well as dangerous for society. And 
false, because “all generalizations are false 
including this one.” 

. 


Not all prejudices are hateful. It is the 
child’s feeling of love and being loved that 
creates his awareness of the original “in- 
group” which, in a sense, excludes all others 
as “out-groups.” Similarly, people in gen- 
eral feel more at ease, and at home, with 
members of their own kind. But when such 
amiable preferences become fear and hatred 
of the stranger, they are no longer harmless. 

Yet they grow so strong that they can 
survive the most transparent contradictions. 
A person who thinks that one group is too 
“clannish,” when confronted with the fact 


that many of them are outstanding civie 
leaders, will retort, “That shows they are 
always trying to buy favor and intrude. . ..” 
What accounts for this insistence of preju- 
diced people in clinging to fallacy? As a psy: 
chologist, Allport believes the answer lies in 
the total personality of the individual. Ex- 
periments show that deeply prejudiced per= 
sons are the slowest to discover the differ- 
ence when, for example, a drawing of a cat 
has been gradually altered into one of a dos. 
They continue to think it is a cat. Allport 
believes prejudice is frequently an uncon 
scious expression of feelings of guilt in 
which the prejudiced person eases his con- 
science for his own impulses of greed or 
sensuality by attributing such failings to an 
entire group. 


Can the stereotypes that freeze these irra 
tional assumptions be broken down by edu- 
cation and experience? Example: two sout!\- 
ern girls at a northern college, who indig- 
nantly complained when a Negro girl was 
assigned to their small dormitory, were told 
that they could change to another house, 
Since their prejudice required that the Negro 
do the leaving, they refused, with the result 
that by the end of the year all three were 
good friends. 

Hopefully, new American generations 
seem less prejudiced than preceding ones. 
Two identical tests made of Princeton stu- 
dents, 18 years apart, showed a marked lese- 
ening of stereotypes of all sorts (e.g., in 
47% ticketed Turks as “cruel,” in 1950) 
2% did so). Milford, under the prod- 
dings of a demagogue, may have rejected in- 
tegration of its Negro students, but a Delas 
ware court has ordered it anyway. And the 
already integrated high school in New Ro- 
chelle, N.Y. has invited Milford students to 
come and see how well it works. Vie Reine- 
mer, a Charlotte, N.C. editorial writer quotes 
a Southern-born teacher thus: “Small chil- 
dren have no prejudices that are not taught 
to them by their ‘enlightened’ elders. If we 
could only start nonsegregation as a gradual 
process in which the younger children of 
both races were integrated first, then let 
them continue through school, how easy 
it would be.” He quotes a South Carolina 
stockbroker: “No Christian can . . . defend 
segregation as morally right. However he can 
reason that sudden abolition . . . will cause 
trouble. Then he may recall that Christ 
caused trouble, that the Declaration of In- 
dependence caused trouble, too. Trouble 
forces the solving of our problems. Let’s face 
the trouble.” 

Such attitudes give Allport hope as he asks 
his concluding question: “Can citizens learn 
to seek their own welfare and growth not at 
the expense of their fellow men but in con- 
cert with them?” If the answer is to be yes, 
every individual should work to make it so.

‘0 get the full, fierce, pulse-pounding thrill 
out of your first trip to wide-open Nevada, 
you must have had a somewhat misspent 
youth.

Three minutes after I registered at the 
hotel I was back downstairs at the bar, sit- 
ting up on a stool that commanded a full 
view of the casino.

considerably more play for the money than one ever got from the 
one-armed bandits of my youth. And unquestionably Harolds’ ma- 
chines drop a lot of jack pots; the loudspeakers keep announcing 
them every few minutes. But it makes no difference. In the long 
run the machines get whatever the player is willing to lose and 
whether it takes five minutes or 50 is of no consequence. 

My departure from Harolds was speeded by a discovery I made 
in a conversation at the bar. The gaudily decorated mirrors along 
the tops of the walls at Harolds, I was told, are not really mirrors 
at all from the other side, but windows where its own staff of 
security police can watch the customers. The stickmen at the dice 
tables watch the players; the dealers watch the stickmen; the pit 
men roaming the room watch the dealers; the security police at 
their one-way windows watch the pit men and the public. Just 
thinking about it made me uncomfortable. Every time I glanced 
up at the mirrors, at those unseen faces staring suspiciously into 
mine, I felt a chill. 

As I walked out the grandmotherly woman was still playing the 
nickel slot machines at the doorway. The aisles were very crowded 
now and I had to stretch on tiptoe and shout to make her hear me. 
“Have you hit yet?” She shook her head. “I’ve put $20 in them 


now.” 


It was a few minutes after 4 o'clock. She was entering her third 
hour at those two monotonous machines. 


EXT to the slot machines, the favorite form of gambling 

among women in Reno seems to be bingo, which can be played 
for as little as 10¢ a card. I watched this phenomenon and can re- 
port without fear of contradiction that bingo is merely a pseudo- 
nym for lotto, a nursery game which normal children outgrow and 
find boring by 9. Harolds Club has a fancy version of bingo called 
keno, which is a little better because you don’t have to pay any 
attention or even be around while all the boring details are being 
worked out. It is typical, however, that Harolds should promote 
this game by telling you over and over again that you can win 
$5,000 for the investment of a mere dollar bill. Your chances of 
doing so, mathematicians tell me, are one in 891,171. 


IN the hotel casino I kept seeing one very pleasant woman in her 

60s, well dressed and wearing dark glasses, who was there al- 
most every night playing blackjack at $1 to $10 a hand. One eve- 
ning when I passed by she was just dispatching a waiter to fetch 
another $20 bill from her husband, who was idly playing dimes at 
the roulette wheel, Another evening she was there alone and the 
manager was cashing a $100 check for her. She told me that she 
and her husband moved to Reno more than a decade ago. They own 
a business, so she can afford to be a steady patron. 

If she kept feeding in the $20 bills and $100 checks, surely she 
must have had some pretty spectacular winning streaks? She told 
me, “I won $350 one night right in this room. And one night T 
won $650 at Harolds, Oh, yes, and then there was one night when 
I won $1,200. But that was a long, long time ago. . . .” 

That’s why you seldom hear much commotion among the play- 
ers. Reno is the city of the little gamblers. Their $20 bills and 
even their hundreds are pathetically small against the resources 
of the house, As the swings of luck move up and down, the play- 
er with the little stake very soon goes broke. The house never 
does. 

The players almost never win and sooner or later, if they keep 
coming back, they even lose the feeling that they might win. They 
gamble only because they must, grimly and pessimistically. As a 
bartender down the street told me, “It’s no good. My wife and I 
been here 11 months. We've both got good jobs. But I’ve seen her 
take her night’s pay and put it right back in the slot machines 
before she even leaves the place. Me, I know better when I’m sober 
but when I get on the whisky I go crazy at the dice tables. Eleven 
months here and we've put $100 in the bank account we had all 
these years. We drew out $300. I’m going to get out of here in 
the fall. * 

‘As for the house, who is the house? Usually a syndicate, a cor- 
poration. The hired hands are almost as disinterested as the shills. 
Even the boss, if there is one, seldom knows how the house is 
doing at the moment. At gigantic Harolds, the accountants never 
know what has happened during any eight-hour shift until they 
have had a full day to count the money. 

I liked it better in the old days when the house was likely to be 
someone no more formidable or impersonal than old Harry B__, 
a fat and worrisome businessman who ran a crap game on the side 
in a little Illinois town where I spent a good deal of time. A shoe 
factory hand got hot with the dice one night and won $1,000. Then

T was my last day in Reno, nearing plane time, and I sat at the 
hotel bar having one last look at “the casino. It was about the 
me time of day as when I arrived. At the closest blackjack ‘table 
the same woman with the severe glasses and the double chin was 
dealing. She had just one player, a lone stranger in a brown suit 
who was doling out silver dollars one to five at a time. 

Somehow it seemed only fitting and proper to join them and I 
did. The dealer, if she recognized me, showed no ign. Nor did she 
have to ask, now that I was a veteran, “You in?” I made my bet 
without prompting, picked up the two cards she dealt me and made 
the socially correct sweeping motion to indicate that I wanted an- 
other.

There have been six attempts on the lives of US. 
presidents. Three of them have succeeded and, as a 
result, presidential assassination has been one of 
the touchiest of all subjects for public discussion or 
reporting.

As India’s U.N. delegate and Nehru’s intimate, Krishna Menon plagues the West, comforts the Reds

E makes his entrances with a flourish that John Barrymore might 
have envied: the cane wielded with a practiced hand, the eyes 
hot in his dark, saturnine face, the long, lank hair carelessly framing 
his tall forehead. When he smiles, his teeth flash brilliantly white. 
His long-fingered hands move constantly and expressively. His words 
are precise and British-tinged and when he utters them in the great 
hall of the United Nations’ General Assembly, V. K. Krishna Menon, 
India’s chief delegate to the U.N., is acutely aware of the effect each 
one has. 

Menon may seem to be a ham—and he is. But as principal spokes- 
man for Pandit Nehru, whose government has become a plague to 
USS. foreign policy not only in Asia but everywhere the cold war 
heats up, Menon has assumed a starring role as troublemaker in inter- 
national diplomacy. Whether Menon guides Nehru’s thinking or is 
merely, as he has himself said, “Nehru’s mouthpiece,” the effect is 
the same. 

After the Communist take-over of the Chinese mainland, India was 
among the first countries to recognize Peking. Ever since, Menon has 
agitated steadily for Red China’s admission to the U.N. and the ex- 
pulsion of Nationalist Taiwan. He has explained “present develop- 
ments in China” as “a logical continuation of earlier revolutions.” 
He has excused Communist police-state methods with glib irrele- 
vance: “Why are we so concerned about forced labor? Under British 
rule in India there was forced labor.” 

Menon’s contributions to the effort in Korea included the 
charge that U.S. Air Force bombing had sabotaged a Menon truce pro- 
posal, an astounding accusation in view of the fact that the U.S. had 
already accepted the proposal while Russia had already rejected it. 
Asked about Communist allegations of allied atrocities toward pris- 
oners of war, Menon blandly said that it was “not for me to deny” 
the charges. 

His seeming fixation with the bogey of “Western imperialism,” 
19th Century style, and his seeming blindness toward Communist 
imperialism, 20th Century style, was revealed in his oversimplified 
version of the objective of the Geneva conference last spring. Com- 
pletely ignoring the prospect of more than 12 million people falling 
under Red despotism, he said, ““The whole purpose is to see the end 
of imperialism, that is to say, to get the French out of Indochina. . . .” 

When the conference showed signs of breaking down, Menon him- 
self dashed to Switzerland to play a role that baffled correspondents

and irritated many diplomats, including some from India. On arrival 
he announced, “I am only an old fool, here just as a bystander; of 
course, if people want to consult me, that will be very nice.” Without 
waiting for anyone to consult him, he bustled about and was soon 
obtaining audiences with Anthony Eden, Walter Bedell Smith, Mo- 
lotov, Chou En-lai and Mendés-Franc 

No one. including Menon, has ever clearly summed up his contri- 
bution to the cease-fire in Indochina. Because it is immensely profit- 
able for the Communists to encourage Menon and Nehru in their self- 
chosen roles as world moderators and peacemakers, they paid Menon 
every det it Geneva and were careful to build up his notion that 
he w ting new concessions out of them. The Communists make 


no bones about Menon’s usefulness to them as a troublemaker. “Ge- 
neva is making obvious the gulf between Britain and the United 
States,” explained the pro-Communist Indian paper Blitz, “There is no 


doubt that India has played a considerable role in this process.” 

In recent months Menon has denounced U.S. nuclear weapons 
tests in the Marshall Islands and the newly formed SEATO, which he 
has characterized as “an organization of imperialist powers.” 


An East Berlin echo 


HEN he temporarily veered off to collide with U.S. policy in Eu- 

rope. On Oct. 6, at noon New York time, Soviet Foreign Minister 
Molotoy arose in East Berlin to fire his first torpedo at the West's 
newly completed London agreement by urging “reunification of Ger- 
» At3 p.m. that same day in New York Krishna Menon arose in 
.N. to catalog his own and his country’s current foreign affairs 
grievances. First on the list: Germany. Menon’s recommendation: 
since the two German governments “. . . have the support of their 
own people...” why didn’t they just get together and talk things out? 

Menon’s vague proposal for an all-German Kaffeeklatsch and Mo- 
lotov’s equally vague gesture toward reunification hit the next morn- 
ing’s newspapers in cozily adjoining columns. Menon hastily called a 
press conference to announce, “I had no idea of the speech in Ber- 
lin,” and expressed aggrieved surprise that anyone should couple his 
actions with Molotov’s. But the effect was unmistakable: a propaganda 
gain for Communist Russia. 

Even among his fellow Indian diplomats Menon has thrown his 
weight around disruptively, particularly in his attempts to belittle 
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MENON continveo 


Nehru’s sister, Mme. Pandit. His latest defiance of her occurred last 
month when he insisted on discomfiting Mme. Pandit, then ser 
as General Assembly president, with polite but pointed disagreement 
oa her handling of U.S. notion toldeter the GuesGon of Rel China's 
admission. Before this he had systematically bypassed her in report- 
ing to Nehru in New Delhi. For it is Nehru alone whom Menon ac- 
knowledges as his boss, and it has been Nehru alone who has pushed 
him in 10 years from the role of an obscure London agitator to that 
of India’s loudest and most influential spokesman abroad. 

Menon’s friendship with Nehru goes back over 20 years to the days 
when Nehru was a frequently jailed nationalist and Menon was 
pleading India’s cause from soap boxes in London’s Hyde Park. To- 
day, on his flying visits to India, Menon always spends long hours 
with Nehru, When Nehru visited Ceylon for the Colombo conference 
in May, he and Menon shared a house. During the Geneva conference 
an Indian diplomat came back to New Delhi to brief Nehru on what 
was happening, Nehru waved an impatient hand: “Never mind all 
that now; tell me—how is Krishna?” 

The strongest bond between the two men is their common 30-year 
battle against British rule in India and it is this experience that con- 
ditions most of their emotional 
and political reflexes. Some In- 
dians say that Menon exercises a 
moderating influence on Nehru. 
Last August in New Delhi, Men- 
on warned, “Tt is a great mistake 
to think that in the United States 
everyone is against us... . We 
would he throwing the baby out 
with the bath water if in the 
process of criticism we created a 
degree of antagonism which we 
cannot bridge.” It was cies 
typical that Menon should make 
such a mollifying remark in India 
rather than in the U.S. because 
whatever role he is playing it 
is seldom a straightforward one, 
which is probably why appraisals 
of the man vary so wide 


Indians have compared him 


both with the saint of Indian na- 
tionalism, Mahatma Gandhi, and 
with Mephistopheles. Seen face to 
face, Menon seems to justify both 
comparisons, In his. emaciated 
(5 feet 11 inches, 131 pounds) 
frame and burning eyes are some 
of the taut dedication of an Indi- 
an ascetic. In his self-consciously 
histrionie manner and speech MENON AND MENTOR Ne 
are both the dedication of the 
mystic and the slick opportun- 
ism of a politician on the make. 

While on official business Menon affects the precise Savile Row 
suits of the top-drawer British Commonwealth diplomat. On his vis- 
its to India, Menon sometimes dons the white, collarless jibbah usu- 
ally worn by Nehru, and in this garb he has been described by an un- 
kind reporter as “looking like Boris Karloff playing John the Baptist.” 
In his usually Spartan quarters he eats some vegetarian snack when 
some member of his entourage reminds him to, never drinks or 
smokes, and sleeps as little as nature allows. 


Tea, soup and ulcers 


O matter how small the audience, Menon seems always prepared 
to go into an act. In Geneva this summer he entered his hotel 
suite one day and, with a whoosh of relief, began to rip off his im- 
maculate English clothes. Off came the Savile Row coat; off eame the 
black silk tie. The highly polished London-made shoes were kicked 
into opposite corners of the room. Then Menon sat down to chat with 
friends. Presently his secretary discreetly reminded him that in a 
few minutes he was due to lunch with Eden. Menon started to dress 
but could find only one shoe. While everybody poked and peered 
under chairs and divans, Menon, with one shoe on, angrily thumped 
the carpet with his omnipresent walking stick. Finally the missing 
shoe was located and Menon departed, still fumin, 
Afterward a friend asked why he had not simply called for a 
fresh pair of shoes. affability restored, Menon explained with 
a deep laugh, “One pair is all I possess.” 
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ru. confer in ) 
Jong hours together during Menon’s visits. He usually stays in Nehru’s house. 


Menon has been known to arrive at a dinner party carrying a can 
of tomato soup which he asks his hostess to warm up for him. This 
pattern is partly a legacy of his 20 years of grinding poverty as an 
agitator for Indian freedom in London, when he lived mainly on tea. 
He remains a fabulous tea drinker, gulping down as many as 30 cups 
a day. Not surprisingly, he suffers from stomach ulcers. 


Matriarchy and mysticism 


JHEN Menon enters a room,” an Indian acquaintance says, “ten- 
sion enters too”—an odd comment on a man who claims that 
his primary aim in diplomatic life is “the lowering of tensions.” Men- 
on’s volcanic temper is a trait shared, though in milder degree, by 
Nehru, who when annoyed has been known to throw inkwells at his 
aides. A man who knows Menon well describes him as a “bundle of bare 
nerves” which he steadily aggravates with overwork and late nights, 
Menon’s subordinates fear him, his equals resent him and inter- 
viewers have on occasion simply walked out on him when, provoked 
by a question, he began to shout and pummel the table. His lack of 
tact seems as deliberate as it is shortsighted. This year in New Delhi, 
before taking off on a South 
American tour, Menon remarked 
to a South American diplomat, 
“Of course you have so many 
revolutions down there that [ 
expect all the heads of states I 
shall see will be out of office a 
week afterward.” The news sped 
straight to Latin America; To sal- 
vage the trip Menon had to call 
personally with apologies at the 
various embassies concerned. 

Some of Menon’s passionate 
and mercurial nature may perhaps 
be traced to two predominant 
feminine influences on his boy- 
hood and young manhood: that 
of the unique matriarchal society 
into which he was born and that 
of an eccentric British mystic 
named Annie Besant. 

Vengalil Krishnan Krishna 
Menon was born in 1897 in the 
city of Calicut in the south In- 
dian district of Malabar. His fa- 
ther was a leading lawyer in the 
district and liked calling himself 
“a son of the senior prince of 
Katathanad.” In Malabar as in 
many Indian states such titles 
abound, but Malabar coast soci- 
ety has one unique feature: un- 
der its marumakkathyan, or matri- 
archal system, male bearers of 
the family name do not count for much. Family property is inherited, 
owned and managed by the senior female member and descent is 
reckoned through the female line. Men who can stand domination 
by platoons of grandmothers, aunts and sisters can lead a relatively 
cushy existence. ‘Those who cannot sometimes get out, and quite a 
few of the latter have achieved notable status in Indian and world 
affairs, perhaps through the skill and patience developed in arguing 
with so many female relative: 

The grandfather of the novelist William Makepeace Thackeray, 
who visited Malabar in 1807, described the local matrimonial setup 
asa fruitful source of forgery, perjury and litigation and noted that 
the women-ruled men of Malabar were often “averse to wedlock.” 
The latter has apparently always been Krishna Menon’s sentiment, 
although his eye seldom misses handsome women and they in turn 
tend to be attracted by his aquiline intensity. His only serious ro- 
mantic attachment seems to have been one with an Englishwoman 
zo, which he is said to have broken off because of his 
single. minded dedication to his political mission. 

In his 20s Menon, like many other young Indian intellectuals, fell 
under the influence of Mrs. Annie Besant, é an English lady who had 
arrived in India in 1895 bearing the religious message of theosophy 
—a fairly colorful blend of spiritualism, Hinduism and Buddhism 
—and the political theories of Fabian Socialism. 

Mrs. Besant’s gaudy political and religious activities attracted 
scores of Indian nationalists, who in 1916 made her president of 
the Home Rule for India League. Among the adherents was young 
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MENON AND MENDES-FRANCE part after ( 


though without official status, held many conference 
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Krishna Menon. Soon his family heard about it and cut off his 
allowance. Menon broke with his family and continued living at 
Mrs. Besant’s Adyar University where he lectured and helped 
edit her paper New India. When Mrs. Besant discovered that 
enon’s family had cut him off—a fact that he had managed 
mnceal from her for nearly a year—she insisted on paying 
a living allowance. 
It was Mrs. Besant too who paid Menon’s passage to England, 
where he went at the age of 27, intending to stay six months. 
He taught history for a year at a private school, and then in a 
tremendous five-year grind took a teacher's diploma, a B.S. 
degree with first honors at the London School of Economies and 
an M.A. with honors at London University. In 1934 he topped all 
this off with an M.Sc. in political science at the London School of 
Economies under Professor Harold Laski and was admitted to the 
Middle Temple to pra¢ a barrister. 

Briefs were few so Menon eked out a living by writing articles on 
or freedom for left-wing journals. In 1929 he be- 
he India League. He lived in a furnished room 
in the seedy district of Camden Town but spent most of his time 
in the League's dusty office. Friends who mounted the dark wooden 
stairs usually found him sitting by an old gas ring on which sim- 
mered a constantly replenished brown teap 

In 1934 Menon joined the Labor party and before long had re- 
cruited 100 Labor M.P.s into the League. He often harangued 
crowds in Hyde Park, telling them that through socialism the Brit- 
ish workers and the Indian masses could achieve their freedom from 
the capitalists and imperialists who held them both in bondage. 


The bond with Nehru 


ENON met Nehru in 1935 when Menon was working as an editor 
M and Nehru arrived in London seeking an English publisher for 

works. They found that they not only had the same political 
convictions but a theosophic tie as well. Between the ages of 11 and 
13 Nehru had had a theosophist tutor and had been initiated into 
the cult by Mrs. Besant personally 

Menon introduced Nehru to such leading Laborites 
Lansbury and Stafford Cripps. Later Nehru and Menon saw 
Spanish Civil War at first hand. They spent five days together 
in Barcelona watching the bombs fall and agreed that socialism was 
the only answer to n. While Nehru returned to India and to 
jail, Menon continued preaching socialism to the British. 

Of this period in his life Menon says frankly, “I was an agitator 
but the British did not put me in prison because they believe in 
freedom of speech.” In the late 1930s Menon became the pros- 
pective Labor M.P. candidate for the Scottish jute town of Dun- 
dee, since in Britain any subject of the Crown from any part of 
the world may seek such an office. But there was a growing strain 
on Menon’s relations with the Labor party. Falling in with Com- 
munist “United Front” tactics, he appeared on platforms with

League's executive committee. Menon explained that he would ac; 
cept support from anyone who supported the cause of India’ 
freedom, which also did include Methodists and Quakers. In 1939, 
when all British parties closed ranks in the war against Hitler, 
Menon, like the Communists, condemned the war as “an imperial 
ist struggle.” When he was asked if he could really see no choic 
between British or Nazi rule of India, he retorted, “You might a 
well ask a fish if it prefers to be fried in butter or margarine.” Th 
British naturally disagreed, but Menon, like Nehru, hammered the] 
point that if Britain were really fighting for “freedom,” she 


should prove it by immediately setting India free. 
Germany attacked Russia in.1941, Menon and Nehru be-} 
came more worried by “the Hitlerite menace” but continued to 
insist that under India’s colonial status, Indian aid to Britain was 
aid to imperialism, In that year Menon and the Labor party broke 
completely, though Menon remained a councilor of the London 
borough of St. Pancras, which includes Camden Town, and was one 
of the three members of that badly bombed area’s “wartime author- 
ity.” Last year St. Paneras made Menon an Honorary Freeman of 
the Borough, a distinction which the late George Bernard Shaw 
also enjoyed, 

Menon did not let the war interfere with his 
difficult in those years to get permission to hold 
but Menon would importune his intan 
accredited diplomatic corps to front for him in obtaining a permit 
for a hall. On one occasion he imperiously specified a hall that 
would hold 200. His skeptical diplomat friend voiced his doubt 
that more than 35 would voluntarily submit themselves to the 
two-hour harangues that Menon was accustomed to deliver. Menon 
finally settled for a hall that would seat 50 and cajoled the skeptic 
to attend. The audience numbered 28, 

In those days Menon wore his hair longer than he does today

Nehru insisted on providing him with a Rolls-Royce but Menon 
always had his chauffeur drop him off a block from his Camden 
Town rooming house so that his neighbors would not connect 
him with such opulence. 

“Entertainment,” said the Indian paper Tribune when Menon 
quit the High Commissioner's post in 1952, “has been one of the 
highlights of his administration. . . . His talk was as hot and spicy 
as the curry he served his guests.” The entertainment apparently 
paid off. British Tories as well as old socialist friends flocked to 
Menon’s parties and agreed that Menon had done as much as 
any man to persuade Nehru that India should remain closely 
associated with the British Commonwealth. 

‘There was, however, a good deal less applause back home in In- 
dia, Menon’s London staff had bounded up to nearly 2,000. The au- 
ditor general in New Delhi began poking inquisitively into an India 
House transaction involving 4.275 cases of whisky. Another deal 
concerning 2,000 secondhand jeeps provoked further rumblings. 
According to the auditor's subsequent report, Menon had also tru 
ingly advanced $47,600 to a firm with only $5.60 capital to acquire 
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premises that were never built. Though Nehru valiantly defended 

him,-no one in New Delhi was much surprised when, amid a final 
burst of cocktail party splendor, Menon left the London post in 
July 1952. 

But Nehru had another job for him almost at once, sending him 
in the fall of 1952 to the U.N. as deputy chief of the Indian delega- 
tion, There Menon’s tenure was begun almost at once by con- 
trov his time with Mme. Pandit, Nehru’s sister, who was 
serving as chief Indian del Their feud was not a new one. 
When Mme. Pandit had previously visited London, Menon as 
Indian High Commissioner had issued her a curt order: uw will 
| not give interviews to the press unless I or one of my staff is present. 
I am ambassador here, not you.” Her relationship to Panditji 
tempered Menon’s arrogance not one whit. At the U.N. he denied 
her access to the reports he was sending Nehru. She protested to her 
brother but Nehru paid no heed. Menon, on the other hand, pouted 
and sulked whenever Mme. Pandit received favorable publicity or 
even gifts from well-wishers. 

As leader of the Indian U.N. delegation this session, Menon is 
said to have carefully weeded out all who might oppose his views 
‘ and also to have stuffed the supervisory commissions in Indochina, 
established under the Geneva treaty, with his favorites. Mme. Pandit 
will become the new High Commissioner in London in November, 
and New Delhi circles will be watching with interest subsequent 
relations between her, her brother and Menon. 

Efforts to find out just how Menon influences Nehru and Nehru 
influences Nehru, and just what is their basic ideological common 
ground, have taxed the analytical powers of many British and 
Indians who know both men. 

A Briton declares, “Menon was far to the left before independence 
and his appointment as High Commissioner horrified the British 
government. But Menon did much to keep India in the Common- 
wealth, and the British find no fault with him there.” This observer 
indeed believes that Menon exerts a moderating influence on 
Nehru. “If Menon were removed,” he says, “Nehru’s foreign 
policy would not change; while Menon stays, there is just a chance 
he may persuade Nehru to become less anti-American.” 

An Indian who is critical of Menon nevertheless points out, 
“Indians just don’t believe that Russia and China have designs on 
Asia. Indians are at present anti-American specifically because of 
‘America’s military aid to Pakistan, which is regarded as arming 
‘Islamic fanatics” against India, and on more general grounds

Winston-Salem saves its old settlement 


In 1766 the Moravian brethren established on a gentle slope in the North 
Carolina wilderness a village called Salem. The Moravians, a devout, 
simple-living people, had first come to America from Saxony in 1735. 
‘Their Salem became an extraordinary, carefully planned piece of Middle 
Europe set in an alien land. Its buildings were of enduring brick, with 
tiled roofs, gracefully hooded doorways and double tiers of dormer win- 
dows. The community's controlled economy discouraged competition, 
forbade individuals to own land. The town became Winston-Salem and 
the old Moravian site all but vanished in the booming city. Citizens 
started a drive to reprieve Old Salem, preserving the many buildings still 
standing and filling them with the still sturdy furnishings of a gifted peo- 
ple. By 1966, its 200th anniversary, Old Salem should be largely restored.
